Fire Boss Was Through Mine 
Night: Previous to Disaster— 
Found Things Right 


Ilillerest, July 4.--Daniel  Hriscoe, 
fire boss in the Jlillerest mine for 
three and a half years, was called 
this morning at the opening session 
of the official inquiry at ten o'clock 
s morning Mr. Briscoe was in the 
mine up to ten oclock the night pre- 
vious to the explosion, ‘The mine wus 
not Working during the time he was 
in, but he made an examination of 
the inadin roads and smelt gas in No, 3 
south entry, The burometer accord- 
ing lo the official report Mdicated 
24-54 normal barometer; the gas 
Was not by apy means an unusual 
amount, But as required, he posted 
the notice outside the mine on the 
warning board, The dust was about 
normal and the heat was nothing un- 
usual, while there was plenty of 
inotsture all over the district he cov- 
ered, Je had experiences all his life 
in # similar mine and he considered 
the ventilation of the mine good, 
There had been no trowdle to his 
knowledge with the system of ven- 
tilation, the fans being powerful 
enough for the workings as they are. 
Durine his recent visit he had exyperi- 
enced nothing indicative of danger 
aud 4s a miner he would consider 
the mine run in a careful manner in 
regard to safeguarding the lives of 
the miners. “If I were talking to 
other miners as to the cendition of 
the mine, in regard (6 dust 1 would 
say it was not @ dusty mine,” he said 
There had been some shooting in the 
sinking during he afternoon shift, 
and he swore .t@ the fact that there 
had been ne mise shots. He saw no 
caves, and during his employ there 
he had never seen any, he being 
mostly In the light Works. During his 
experience in this mine he never 
heard any of the miners remark that 
sparks had been caused by any cave- 
ins After the session of yesterday 
the coroner's jury met and adjourned 
the inquest until July 2ist at ten 
o'clock,
